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RATEABLE VALUE OF CITIES 


OF WEST RAPIDLY GROWS 


In Twelve of Leading Cities the Increase Has Varied From 162 to 1378 
Per Cent. in Six Years—Active Building Operations Has Been One 
of the Chief Causes of Higher Figures in Some Cities. 


Inthe course of the last six years the rateable assessment of the various 
cities of Western Canada has advanced in amount by leaps end bounds, In 
that period, in the case of Saskatoon, the ingrease has been 1376 per cent., 
and Winnipeg 162 per cent. Each city has a different form of determining 
. basis of assessment, and in consequence the figures following do not 
form a tair basis upon which comparisons between cities can be made, Kd- 
monton, for instance, bas a higher total assessment than Calgary, although 
it enly assesses land and not improvements. Why this is so ix due to the 
different form Of making the assessment, Taking cight of the prineipal 
cities for which the assessment record has been obtained for the years 114 
and 1909, the increases in that period have been as follows:

MOVES FOR INVESTIGATION, 
Committee to Inquire Into Charges 
Against N. T. R. Engineers. 


Ottawa, Jan, 12—Sir Wiltrid Lauries 
gives notice in the House of Commons 
that he avill niove that a special com: 
Mitt® of-five members of the House 
be nathéd to inghire into the charges 
altecting the enginering staff of the 
National Transcontinetal railway com- 
tThiasion Sir Wilfrid bases his motion 
on the statement made ‘by Mr, Hugh 
D. Lumsden, late chief engineer «f 
the N. T. R., who, in a letter addres 
aed to the commissioners resigning his 
position, used the following language: 

‘In view of the general disregard of 
my instructions, and having lost con- 
fidence in the engineering staff, T have 
concluded to resign my position as 
chief engineer."” And alao on Mr. 
Lumesden’s subsequent letter modify- 
ing his statement and making it apply 
to the engineers in district “B" and 
district “F’’ only. 

Bhe motion states that while it is 
not deemed advisable to take any ac- 
tion which might prejudice the posi- 
tion of either of the partica to the ar- 
bitration proceedings now i) pro- 
greas, yet the allegations involve such 
grave charges against a portion of the 
engineering staff as to make it de.

gated,

DEPUTY MINISTER OF

M. J. Butler Accepts Position With 
Dominion Steel and Coal Com 
panies at Salary of $26,000 Per 
Year, Three Times the Amount

Distinct Loss to Public Service. 


Ottawa, Jan, 12—News of the reeig 
nation of M. J. Butler as deputy min 
ister and chief engineer of the  de- 
partment of railways and canals, m

Assuming a basis 
of 25,000 population for Edmonton for 
1909, 81 cases is a ratio of 324 per 
100,000. There were 5 deaths in the 
81 cases, a typhoid deathrate of 20 
per 100,000 of population, a rate ex- 
ceedechonly by large cities with gross- 
ly polluted water-supplies.

WESTERN APPLE GROWING. 


Norman McRoss, chief of the tree 
planting division, Indian Head Ex- 
perimental farm, in the Canadian 
Horticulturist :-— 

“There is probably no part of Can- 
ada, where finer vegetables, flowers 
and small fruits can be grown, having 
consideration for the comparative 
shortness of the growing season, than 
in the prairie provinces. We are «t 
piesent only beginning to realize the 
hdrticultural possibilities of «ha 
plains, It is not so very many years 
since the general impression was held 
that even trees could not be grown. 
Now we hear reports from scattered 
points throughout the west of the sue- 
ce’ssful maturing of standard apples. 
The most successful grower, Mr. | 
P. Stevenson, of Dunston, Man., has 
several hundred trees in bearing in 
his orchards. Several farmers tn 
southern Manitoba have als» had sue- 
cess end now we hear from points 
further west—from Saskatoon in Sas- 
katchewan and Edmonton in Alberta— 
that apples have been brought to ma- 
turity. 


THE TRUE STORY OF A BONUS. 

Toronto Star.—Kineardine has seen 
the last of the Grundy bonus, where- 
fore Hugh Clark and other Kincar- 
diners are happy at last. But they 
have not the slightest intention of 
forgetting what happened to them. 
In the words of Kipling they are de- 
claring that 

“We have had a jolly good lesson. 

And it served us jolly well right.’ 
If other municipalities will join then 
in taking the lessen to heart, weir 
experience will not have been in vain, 

The Grundy bonus, it is hardly 
necessary to say, had nothing to do 
with the famous “Mother’’ of that 
name, who needs no inducement to 
locete in even smaller places than 
Kincardine. It was, os a matter of 
fact, a municipal handout to the 
Grundy stove toundry in accordance 
with a by-law pass:d in 1889, and it 
pmounted io $10,000, with the deben- 
tures running for twenty yeurs. At 
first all went well. The company put 
up a building and did a fair business. 
Then it begun to dwindle, until onty 
a few hands were employed. 

There was, to be sure, a clause 1 
the agreement whereby the company 
must pay $10,000 in wages per year to 
earn its bonus, but such clauses are 
of no more effect than those in rail- 
way charters which provide that the 


time. The town feared that the indus- 
try would collapse altogether if the 
bonus were not forthcoming, hence the 
yearly deventure was written off just 
as though the company were carry ng 
out its obligations. Things went trom 
bad to worse, and what finally hap- 
pened is best told in the words of the 
Kincardine Review: 

At last the town closed down on 
them, and litigation follow d. The 
result was that the town got posses: 
sion of the building, which is sold to 
Monitaws for $869. With 
sinking fund and interest for twenty 
years, that bonus cgst the town at 
least $12,000. ' 

The last debenture has just been 
written off, and Kincardine never 
wants to hear the affair mentioned 
again. There will still be municipati- 
ties, however, which will go on ex 
tending bonuses of various kinds to 
secure manufacturers which skilfully 
play off one town against another !) 
order to secure the largest possible 
inducement. The argument is always 
put forwerd that the town has a first 
mortgage on the building in case any- 
thing should happen, but in giving 
evidence recently before an assessment 
juc.» prominent Ontario manufactur- 
ers veciared that their buildings, oniy 
a few years old, had depreciated ‘n 
value 530 ptr cent. That, with the fact 
that another industry would pay only 
the moiety of a factory's value if it 
had to adapt it to its Own Uses, 
should give bonus-loving municipali- 
ties something to think about. 

What a row there would have beea 
if Kincardine had invested in a ten- 
thousand-dollar industry of its own. 
The project would have been denounc- 
ed as Socialism of the most extreme 
type. Nothing much is said, however, 
when the money is handed over to 
some one elae to run an enterprise 
with, though in the latter case the 
town takes #’. ihe risks and gets none 
of the profits.

Differs From Militia Act. 

In this matter the present bill de. 
parts altogether from the Militia rect 
Every man enrolled for naval service 
in Canada will be enrolled by volun- 
tuer engagement, 

There is no compulsion of any 
kind and no conscription and ballot- 
ing. The bill provides that the nava) 
force shall be under the control of 
the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries. 

“It further provides that there shal. 
be « director of naval service, who 
mu.t be of the rank of rear, admiral 
or at least of captain. 

“The department shall be assistea 
by ¢ naval board, who will advise 
the department as to the terms oj 
engagement to be determined by the 
governor-in-council. Commissions in 
the navy and militia will be issued 
tu the name of His Majesty. 

As to Service. 

These are the general features 
fu: as the organization of the fore: 
is concerned. Coming now to ser 
vice which will be required from thi 
force.
